ditions of crops on August Ist,

of the value of the other crops is bas- 
d on the average price over the last 
years. ‘There are a few more 
han 600,000 agricultural families in 
che Dominion, whica means that each 
family will have added to the coun- 
uy’s wealth a’ littie ovey $600 more 
chan last year.
